Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 28, 29, 31-42 and 44-54 are allowed. 

Response to Amendment 

The Affidavit under 37 CFR 1.132 filed on 3/3/2009 is sufficient to overcome the 
rejection of claims 28, 29, 3 1-42 and 44-54 based upon either of Saito et al or EP' 166 at least 
because as shown in the affidavit, in the comparative examples as described in sections 20-33 
particularly and 14-33 in general, the configurations covered by the present claims impart 
improved flow velocities on the molten metal being dispensed by the nozzle.
